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DETAILED ACTION 

Reasons For Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
reference has failed to disclose or suggest a method for treating a human skin comprising 
abrading the skin with an abrasive structure comprising sharp elements while applying a 
vacuum source through at least an aperture to cause a positive contact between the skin and 
the abrading structure, especially the aperture and the abrading structure are circumscribed 
within a raised outer periphery so that the vacuum source will effectively suck away the skin 
debris through the at least aperture. 

Claims 1-10, 15-20 are allowed.
